Running Time. 

Chilly arc the days, and col l enough the nights; dreary, leaden 
clouds scud across the sky; the sun, when hu does shine, does It 
with an icy grin; the wtod sighs through the creaking trees; 
snowflakes begin to ride the blast, and November Is here In full 

force. 

Dreary and sad enough now look the old woods, of late so gay 
with spangled robes. The squirrel now shows himself but rarely, 
ami the rutted grouse has nearly hushed bis drum. The jay still 
squalls, the woodpecker beats bis tattoo, and the raven croaks; 
but nearly all other birds have gone. The trees are nearly all in 
bare poles; the bu6bes below are all In purls ?uituralibui, and one 
cun uow see three or four times as far In any direction as one 
could three weeks ago. The carpet of dead leaves and dry twigs 
that tbt-n made such a noise under the feet Is now all softened 
ami fettled by heavy rains. And the thick soled boots that then 
made Mich a noise, even when Bolton walked with utmost care, 
arc iiuw replaced by soft moccaBins.that bend over dead sticks, and 
semi no sound from the flat damp leaves. 

And uow, too, It is the very height of “running time,” the 
surest and best of times (so the hunters say) to kill a deer. What 
wonder then, that Bolton Is again rolling In the breakers of happy 
anticipation as he again threads the woods of theEau Oalle? Yet 
Ills happiness Is a trifle tinged by the thought of something he 
has somewhere seen In print that “ the merest tyro can now kill 
a deer.” Though he Is very anxious to kill a deer, Bolton eau- 
uot help a slight feeling of contempt for anything that “ the 
merest tyro ” can do. On the whole he would be as well pleased 
If It were not " running time. ’ For he now has every advan¬ 
tage In his favor. He can see three times as far, and walk with¬ 
out aDv noise. And what more Is needful? 

And Haywood too, is now eager enough for a bunt. But he 
prefers going alone. And Bolton prefers to let him. For he 
does not care about sharing the glory with any one. Bolton now 
finds the tracks much more plenty'than before, which shows, of 
eourse (according t.o bis logic) that deer are much more plenty 
than before. And with a thrill he cocks hla rifle and looks 
around. Ahead for nearly 300 yards he looks down vistas of 
grey and dark tree trunks. But he Bees nothing running. To 
the left he looks up a long flat through which runs a little creek.

Hut something has certainly been running here. For see, 
ahead of him, where the fresh dirt has been torn up by plunging 
hoofs going down this slope from the ridge he la on!

But still there was 
nothing running. He then walked on half a mile, looking care¬ 
fully In all directions, seeing plenty of signs, but still nothing 
running. He struck a most Inviting log, and anchored for lunch. 
Then he took another smoke, walked another half mils, and 
brought up at another sunny log. After half an hour’s rest there, 
he started on again. The afternoon passed away In alternate log- 
herding and short walks, and evening found him winding wearily 
down one of the creek bottoms, still looking, oh how keenly! for 
something runnlDg. And all In vain. 

He reached the bouse, and found that H. had just arrived and 
had shot a fawn. “Nothing but a fawn! eh?” Said he con¬ 
temptuously.

8o he flings bis rifle to hla shoulder and starts on. But at the 
second step he stops as If struck by llghtnl D g, for there goes that 
flash again Just above the line of the bruah. Once, twice It goes 
before he bas time to fairly collect bis scattered wits, and then Is 
gone over the ridge In a glimmer of white and gray, and one of 
the bits of old log that bad dead branches on It, at which he had 
, been looking, Is gone, too. 

I He goes to the place and there are the plunging tracks with 
i the fresh dirt torn up. He looks at them long and musingly. 


He has Been something running at last, and yet ho is not happy. 
He has bad two chances to kill a deer to-day, and yet he blames 
the deer, as If it was a deer’s duty to run against his rifle. 

Hla happiness on reaching the house is not stimulated by the 
arrival of Haywood and Judson, one with a spike buck, the other 
with a doe and fawn. The fawn does not look so contemptible 
to-day as it did yesterday; the doe looks fat and fine; and the 
spike buck, though he does not weigh 350, and lacks the regula¬ 
tion number of points and prongs, nevertheless looks eminently 
respectable. Still, Bolton Is, on the whole, sorry that any were 
killed, though he triee to look highly pleased. 

The next day Is clear and cold. The ground Is stiffly frozen 
A bad day for deer," they all say. But Bolton, communing 
with Bolton privately, says: “ It can’t be any woree than yester¬ 
day, anyhow.”

Disgusted with the 
cold glare of the sun, he tries walking briskly. This Anally works 
like a charm, for after about flfteen mluutes of it he sees at last 
the long desired sight. As he comes to the brushy point of a 
ridge, he sees something running beyond a wide flat that lies be¬ 
tween It and the next ridge. The flat Is about 200 yards wide, 
well covered with timber and thlu brush, and thirty or forty feet 
lower than the ridge he Is on, so tbit he gets a good fair Bight of 
the running something. But as the something la going up the oppo¬ 
site ridge when he first catches sight of It, the good fair look he 
gets, though sufficiently long to make a true Impression on the 
eye, is not long enough for anything else. 3o that the thing la 
just over the other ridge, with a graceful upward flirt of white, 
by the time he says, with a jerk at his rifle, “By golly! that’e 
one!" 

He Indulges in a few moments of that sweet meditation that 
he only knows who has occupied Bolton’s boots. Then he starts 
slowly on.

In fact, he feels sharp, as he starts 
on again with the determination to pay careful attention to the 
points of ridges. But the faint flicker of light and animation 
dies out as hour after hour passes away, and the sun has only two 
hours left, and yet he sees DOthlng cither running or standing. 
Another hour passes away and he turns his course homeward, 
vowing vengeance dire upon any man who ever again breathes 
“ still hunting ” to him. 

Over ridge after ridge he passes, ventilating very freely his 
opinion of still hunting, wheD about half an hour before sunset 
he comes to a sudden halt. A small, dark object la poking along 
a ridge about 150 yards ahead. It Is low, angular and ugly In 
shape, so far as It can be made out at all; for It Is behind a little 
thin brush and baa its head down, If Indeed It has any head at 
all.

I pro 
suppose the selection of the best mates in blood, appropriate for 
motion and deposition, and these being given I.merely expect 
to add to their influence another which will make the transmission 
of tho parental qualities more certain than It would otherwise be.

Having selected the best dog and bred the bitch to him, 1 
would have her kept In his company till nearly ready to whelp.

the enhanced price of the various articles of vegetable food re¬ 
quired, and by the Immense consumption of fuel during the in¬ 
tense and long-continued cold weather of the past Winter. The 
total Income, exclusive of loan account, for the year was *44, 
382.88, and the expenditures, exclusive of permanent Improve¬ 
ments, was $41,582.64. leaving a balance upon the right side of 
nearly $3,000. The expenditures for animals and permanent 
Improvements was $14,974.48. 

During the year, the Iron railing and wall which had been 
partly erected along the Thlrty-flfth street line of the garden has 
been completed for a distance of seven hundred and fourteen feet, 
and now Burrounda the garden, except on the Thirty-seventh 
street boundary. A carpenter ebop and storage shed, measuring 
fifty by eighteen feet, and a permanent slaughter house, twenty 
by fourteen feet, with a stable adjoining for the accommodation 
of horses kept for food, have been built on the rear line of the 
garden, near the old barn, and the temporary buildings formerly 
used for those purposes at the southern end of the grounds, have 
been removed. The whole southern end of the grounds hae been 
graded, asphalt walks have been laid, with the necessary drain¬ 
age, trees have been ptauted along the borders; and that part of 
the garden which remained unfinished, has been put In perma¬ 
nent condition. A considerable amoupt of repairing has been 
done to the heating apparatus In the carnivora and monkey 
houses, and the exterior of those buildings, with the elephant 
house, the northern gate houses, aud some of the smaller bulld- 
lugs, have been thoroughly renovated and repaired. 

In our Natural History Department we give aome details re¬ 
garding the numbers and kinds of animals owned by the Society, 
and on exhibition. Strangers visiting Philadelphia should never 
fall to go through the grounds of the Zoological Society at Fair- 
mount Park, and inspect the many curious forms of aolmal 
life to be found there.

THE PHILADELPHIA ZOOLOC1CAL SOCIETY. 

We have just received from the Zoological Society, of Phila¬ 
delphia, Pa., Us ninth annual report, read at the annual meeting 
of the members and loan-boldere of the society, April 28. 

Theeoclety waB Incorporated March 21, 1859, and Its grounds 
are located at Fairmount Park. Its officers for the current year 
are . President, William 8. Vaux; vice-presidents, Geo. W. 
Childs, Henry Lewis; corresponding secretary, Dr. John L. Le 
Conte; recording secretary, John Samuel; treasurer, Wm. 
Hacker. Messrs. Frederick Graff, J. V. Merrick, John Wagner, 
Wm. II. Merrick, 8. Fisher Corlles,Henry C. Gibson, Isaac J. Wis- 
tar, Charles W. Trotter, Professor Joseph Leldy, Francis T. Fas- 
sltt, J. Edward Farnum and Professor H. C. Chapman constitute 
the board of directors, and Mr. Arthur E. Brown Is the superin¬ 
tendent of the garden. The tola! membership, exclusive of 
loan-holders, on March 1, was 849, the total number of loan 
holders 482. One corresponding member, Mr. Frank Buckland, 
of London, died during tho year. 

Its collection of mammals, birds and reptiles la very large and 
varied, and the buildings erected for tbelr occupancy are all of 
tasteful architectural design, and enhance largely the attractive¬ 
ness of one of the most beautiful public parks In the world. 
During the past year the number of visitors was 208,478, a dally 
average of 571, a slight decrease from the previous year, which 
Is readily explained by reference to the monthly reports, showing 
the severity of the past Winter to have been the principal cause. 
Two facts go to show the growing popularity of the collection 
with the masses. One Is the Increase of visitors, amounting to 
nearly 7,000, daring the months of August and September, the 
period when persons residing in the adjoining counties of the 
state visit the city and Its pleasures after their Summer work Is 
over. The other Is the fact that the attendance upon Sundays 
Is three times greater than upon Saturdays,which last day Is also 
largely In excess of the other days of the week In this respect. 
The total moneys received at the gate for the year amounted to 
$40,246.16.

The tournament will be under the 
management of the St. Louis Gun Club, and Captain Bogardus 
has consented to act as referee. Twenty-four clubs are now 
members of the association, and the attendance promises to be 
very large, as reduced rates have been obtained upon all rail¬ 
roads. Only members of clubs belonging to the State Associa¬ 
tion, and who were members for thirty days prior to May 23, will 
be allowed to participate. The headquarters for sportsmen will 
be at the newly opened Southern Hotel, where special rates have 
been made.

For 
ten minutes or less I was too angry to talk. I went for that dis¬ 
tant ditch and that annoying little snipe, vowing vengeance. 

Bang pointed him, and as he got up I gave him both barrels a.

Editor Chicago Field :-Very few people of La Crosse or 
for that matter, the state at large, are aware that any change was 
made In the law for the protection of brook trout by the last 
legislature. The old law was of course familiar to all, and the 
orovlslons of the bill which passed the assembly, and was finally 
killed by the senate prohibiting the taking of fish In the state for 
a period of three years, were also generally well known U) all 
Intereated parties. However, the natural supposition that when 
tbe one bill had failed to pass the matter would be dr °PPsd 
and the statutes remain unaltered, was wrong, as many of our 
sportsmen are now discovering by practcsJ experience. At 
Tomah recently a party of gentlemen, Including a well-known 
lawyer and other prominent business men of that c ty, went 
troutlDg, and enjoyed a very pleasant day's aport, "turning home 
with baskets well filled with trophies of tbe excellent .port 
afforded by the streams of tbe vicinity. But on the day follow¬ 
ing they found their error, and learned again the old lesson that 
“ the way of the traosgreaaor is hard," whether he lT*nagreB»i» 
knowingly or otherwise, by being summarily arrestedaudassessed 
various sumB for violating the law made and provided, which 

was all very correct. . . . 

Tbe law under which the areest was made was one passed at 
the close of tbe last session of the state legislature, and which 
did not receive as thorough a canvassing before its passage as a 
perusal of the act would lead an observing reader to suppoae 
would have been well. The following Is the text of the bill, 
whl^h by ita paaeage advaucea aome new ideas to at least your 
correspondent In regard to a desirable close season, and therefore 
may he of Interest to the readers of the Chicago Field. 

Section 1. Any person who shall catch or take, or attempt to 
do so, from any stream, lake or other waters of this state, any 
brook trout, by any device or mesne whatsoever, between the 
fifteenth dBy of August and the succeeding fifteenth day of May 
In any year, or who shall catch or take, or attempt so to do, from 
an, such stream, lake or other waters, at any time, by edj- device 
or means other than book and line, or angling or who "hall have 
any brook trout In his possession or custody, taken by any 
means or device except hook and line, or angling, or between the 
fifteenth day of August and the succeeding fifteenth day of May 
In any year, shall be punished by a flue of not less than five dob 
lars nor more than one hundred dollars, together with cost of 
prosecution for every such offeuse, and shall be Imprlaoned in 
the county jail until Buch fine and costs are paid. ., . 

See. 2. This act shall not apply to the counties of Ashland, 
Bayfield and Douglas, but In the aforesaid counties It shall be 
lawful to catch brook trout with hook and line between the first 
dav of April and the fifteenth day of September. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after He passage and publication-

Editor Cuicaoo Field:— An experience of twenty-five years 
In the field, with dog aud gun, had left me, I supposed,(little to 
learn as to sporting matters; but during the few months that I 
have been a subscriber to your Invaluable paper I have been 
taught through Its teeming columns some new lessons, had many 
erroneous Ideas corrected, and been enabled to ascertain tbe 
view# ami methods of the most experienced sportsmen In the 
country as to many controverted points of field craft. In these 
days of the close season, when shooting Is forbiddon, the arrival 
of your valued journal Isa moat pleasing event, aud I Beat myself 
for a two hours’ perusal of the exploits and adventures on field 
and water of your correspondents In Minnesota or Texas, Kan¬ 
sas or California, with much the same pleasant anticipation of 
delightful enjoymeDt, as on a bright October day, provided with 
lunch, flask and cigars, I mount my horse to follow a brace of 
good dogs, over hill and dale, on the Btubble and sedge, In quest 
of that gamiest of all game birds, the Virginia partridge 

I regret to state tbat much the greater portion of the partridges 
throughout Virginia were destroyed by the long continued snows 
of the Winter, and by the Intense cold. While weakened by 
cold aud hunger they readily fell a prey by the thousand to the 
hawks,owls,weasels, minks, skunks, foxes, etc. Had it not been for 
certain farms on which the owners left sumac bushes standing along 
the branches and fences, almost none would have remained alive. 
Much observation has convinced me that, with us, Bumac berrieB 
form the chief food supply of partridges during the long contin¬ 
ued snows, and sportsmen should endeavor to prevent tbe de¬ 
struction of sumac bushes, so far as practicable. Ivy leaves, 
though eaten by birds when starving, because green In appear- 
ance, contain no nourishment, and render the flesh of the bird

Tbe hawk ia the arch enemy of the partridge, aud while the 
birds are weakened from enow and cold and unable to fly 
strongly, It Is estimated that a hawk will destroy an average of 
ten per week. In more than one Instance during snowe, I have 
knowD hawks to pursue coveys notll every bird was caught, and 
during any shooting season our most experienced hunters assert 
that hawks destroy more than twice as many birdB as all the 
sportsmen. For instance, your correspondent, last Fall, hunted 
over a farm where not a gun had been fired, and aix coveys of 
birds found, contained an average of only five each. The place 
literally swarmed with hawks. Tour correspondent uses a 
breech-loader, and always carries a fow cartridges loaded with 
buck or swan shot, and whenever he sees a hawk, changes his 
cartridge and gives him a shot. In this way he has brought to 
bag a large number of hawks, and If thlB habit were generally 
followed by sportsmen, the number of these destructive and sly 
depredators would soon be greatly diminished. Every sportsman 
must be greatly Indebted to your journal for arouelng the gun 
clubs to the Importance of offering bounties for hawks’ and owls’ 
heads and I am much gratified to learn that the legislature of 
Ohio haa taken a step in advance of the other states, by offering 
a bounty for hawks’ headB. It Is to be hoped that other states 
will soon follow this good example, and moreover make the time 
of tbe beginning and eudlog of the cloBe season uniform, exper¬ 
ience having demonstrated the difficulty of enforcing a law vary¬ 
ing In its application to different counties of the same state. 

From time to time, your correspondent has observed In your 
journal, allusions tp the use of steel traps for the destruction of 
hawks. Will one of your contributors who haa had practical 
experience in uaing the same, publish, for the benefit of sports¬ 
men, tbe results of his experiment, Informing us who Is the 
maker of the trap, where and at what price It can be bought, 
with what It should be baited, precisely how It should be set, 
whether In an open field on a board nailed to a pole near Its top, 
or suspended hanging from a pole; and moreover inform us 
how many hawks have been thus captured by him, and how 
many trapa would be necessary on a farm of, say, 1,000 acres; 
besides let ue know bow many captures should reasonably be 
expected to be made by a trap In one month? If the editor Is 
posted personally as to tjheae details, why not give ua this In 
formation editorially! If tbeee trapa arc bo effective as I have 
heard vaguely claimed, and organized gun clubs Introduce their 
use In large numbers, the destruction of the hawks is a foregone 
conclusion.

The Michigan Prohibitory Export Law and Notes. 

Eabt Saginaw, Mich. 
Editor Chicaoo Field:— The Michigan Sportsmen's Aseocta 
tlon's prohibitory export bill, which passed the Senate a short 
time since by a vote of twenty-three to one, on Saturday last, 
May 7, passed the House by a vote of fifty-eight to two. No 
doubts are entertained but that it will receive the governor s sig¬ 
nature, and speedily become a law. 

The bill was drawn and recommended to the Legislature by 
the Michigan Sportsmen’s Association, and defines the purposes 
for which game may be killed, declaring that the kinds specified. 
Viz - Deer, ruffed grouse, colln or quail, pinnated grouse, wild 
turkey, speckled trout and grayling, may be killed only for the 
purpose of consumption as food within tbe limits of this state. 

The killing and shipment of any game mentioned lu the act 
will consequently be construed as prima facte evidence of viola 
lion of the law. This la regarded se the moet Important game 
protective measure ever proposed in thla atate, and being sus¬ 
tained by supreme court decisions In Illinois, New York and 
Missouri, the bugbear of 11 unconstitutionally " doea not find a 
foothold upon Michigan soil. This measure will save the state 
30,000 deer yearly, and small game In proportion. 

The disastrous effects of the unprecedentedly severe Winter 
upon game and fish are becoming apparent. Every black bass, 
pike and pickerel which wintered In the bayou feeding grounds 
above thla city haa been killed, the lee freezing solid down Into 
the mud to a thickness of three feet. Tbe bayous' are covered 
with dead fish, crabs and mud turtles,In Immense numbers, many 
of the latter weighing twenty-five to fifty pounds. The few which 
wintered In deep water are presumably saved, though fishermen 
Inform me that three days' fishing last week returned them not 
enough flab to eat, and that there were absolutely no fish In the 
waters above. Fortunately the majority of baea wintered In the 
bay and will be up next month to spawn, when the stock will he 

The butchery of gravid doea continues in Northern Michigan 
with a wanton devlllahneas which seems Inspired by Satan hlm- 
aelf. In one locality in Clare county, twenty-two (22) unborn 
fawns were recently found In the mother does, which were 
butchered for their bides. This Is the county In which lives the 
notorious W. W. Green (of Farwell, Mich.), who Is prosecuting 
attorney of that county, and sworn to execute the laws of the 
state, and yet who la the acknowledged leader of a society of 
poachers, hide buoters and deer murderers, organized expressly 
to resist the game lawe. Thla Green defies any one to atop their 
Summer slaughter of deer, and haa lately offered to bet large 
aume of money that he could clear any man arrested In Clare 
county for killing deer out of season. A day of retribution la

Experience with Dittmar Powder. —Ridgeway, Iowa.— 
Editor Chicago Field :—Seeing that Dittmar powder Is being dis¬ 
cussed lu your columns, I thought that I would express my opin- 
lou about It. I have now and again tried a can of the (C. sport¬ 
ing) which Is the only brand I could obtain from the local dealers 
In ammunition here; the only fault I could find with It was that 
In a twelve bore breech-loader It was too alow to Ignite. Load It 
any way I would, there was always a slight hang-fire, or double 
report, like the cap first, and then the charge. With birds going 
straight away, or glaaB balla'elther, I could manage to do well 
with It, but not so with crossing shots; as I never found this 
difficulty with medium-grained black powder, I have come to tbe 
conclusion, that the C. brand Is too slow for a twelve bore, or at 
any rate too slow for me; and as I am not likely to chauge my 
style of shooting now, after shooting more or lees for the last 
tweuty yeara, I hope I shall be able to find Borne other brand of 
Dittmar to suit me. If any of your subscribers have tried the 
new powder, just out, or any other grain, In a twelve bore, I for 
one would like to bear with what result. Io other respects, the 
little or no smoke and light recoil, make It a grand thing for oo- 
vert shooting, double rises, etc., although I, as a rule, use light 
charges compared to what many men use now-a-daye. I have 
found the penetration good enough; of course the best of wad¬ 
ding is necessary; I tried both ramming It bard with a mallet, 
also just pressing It flrmlv, like I do black powder, and thought 
the latter, with good, tight wadding, and case well turned over, 
was tbe best. In regard to Its honey-combing the barrels, I may 
add, tbat I have fired one or two cans of It out of a uew pair of 
barrels, and cannot see that it has hurt them In tbe least, but 
then I always wipe out aud oil the gun every evening after using 
It. I thluk leaving any lead In the barrels, any leugtb of time, 
haa more to do with honey combing than anything else; I have 
found barrels to honey-comb moat In the parts they lead. Until 
I bear some good proof that any wood powder Is more liable to 
burst a gun thau black powder, when loaded with discretion, I 
shall consider that Idea simply bosb. There were a nice lot of 
quails left round here at the close of last season. 1 have not, 
however, ascertained how they have stood thla Winter, but hope 
they have weathered It through. Prairie hens seem all right, and 
are now beginning to boom; they, however, are probably like the 
natives, or any one else, who has had to spend many Winters nu 
this prairie, used to every sort of weather. Rupeed Grouse. 

StrtcBnine por Hawks.— Norborne, Mo.— Editor Chicago 

Field: _I will give my experience for the benefit of the Chicaiio 

Field readers at killing bawkB. I am located on Helsiuger 
Lakes, Norborne, Carroll county, Mo., and follow market hunt¬ 
ing Since the game has been driven south by cold weather, I 
have been trapping on the lakes for minks and muBkrats. As It 
la quite natural for hawk9 and crows to feast upon the carcasses 
of minks or muskrats after the pelt haa been taken, I carry a 
bottle of good strychnine, and wben I catch a mink or rat and 
take the pelt, I fill the carcass with poison, lay it on the Ice or 
some open place where the hawk or crow will readily see It, and 
I am sure to get from two to four hawks and perhaps a dozen 
crows. On going to my traps In the mornlug I have found as 
many as four large hawks and ten crows lying wlthlu ten yards 
of the carcass I bad poisoned the previous day. My neighbors 
tell me they find dead hawks and crows laying about all over the 
country. Sportsmen need not be uneasy about poisoning their 
hunting dogs In this way, as a dog will not eat the carcass of a 
muskrat or mink, and strychnine will not poison hogs. Another 
good way to get them la to find some favorite place where a hawk 
alight* to wateh for prey, auch as a haystack or dead Bnag or 
tree. Kill a woodpecker, or other small bird, open tbe feathers, 
slit the flesh and stick strychnine In. Lay it on tbe Btack, or 
where the hawk can see It when he alights, and my word for it 
you will be troubled with tbat hawk no more. I have killed 
large numbers of them In thla way. On going one morning to 
my trap* I found a muskrat. 1 took off bis pelt and threw tbe 
carcass down on the Ice. While I was setting my trap I noticed 
a hawk hovering over the carcase, and putting some poison In the 
carcass, I walked off fifty or sixty yards. The hawk Immediately 
pitched down to what he auppoacd was a hot smoking breakfast 
of rat steak. He took one or two bites, raised up bis head, 
shook It, sat a second or two, took another bite, shook his head 
again sat a second or two, drew down his head, gave one quiver, 
and tumbled over dead. Sportsmen can get rid of a great mauy 
hawks In this way that cannot be reached In any other.

Baltimore, Md .—Editor Chicago Field :—In reply to the com¬ 
munication of J. W. W., Nashville, Tenn., In your Issue of May 
7, requesting Information as to price of heavy duck guns, such as 
I mentioned In my article In the Chicago Field March 19, also 
asking certain questions, I would say, that they are not cheap 
by any means, the single guns having cost their owners, with 
complete outfit, $250 and $300 each. They are cylinder bore, 
or nearly so, and are not choked. Another stogie gun, four 
loebes less In tbe barrel, or Bay forty-four Inches long, and about 
same weight as the former, Is highly spoken of by those who 
own them. These guns are, of course, only used for overhead 
Bhootlng, being too heavy for quick handling over decoys. The 
double eight-bore guns cost from $150 to $200 and $250 each, 
probably say about $200 ought to, and will, purchase as good a 
guo as any one need desire. A pretty fair gun can be had 
for less than tbe Inside figure, but the writer’s experi¬ 
ence with such has not been a happy one. In regard to 
recoil, there need be no fear of unpleasant result from 
using the charges with weights of guns named In article of March 
19 X am now using a fourteen and one-quarter pouDd double, 
eight-bore, seven drams powder, one and three-quarters ounce 
shot, and get, certainly, no more recoil from It than I do from 
my ten and onc-half pound, ten-gauge, with five drams powder, 
and one and one-qnarter ounce shot; In reality, I very much 
doubt If I get as much.

The four howling monkeys which arrived at the garden from 
Nlcaraugua early tn the Summer,were specimens of a type which 
the Society has long been desirous of exhibiting. The difficulties ^ 
attending their capture are very great, and In this case the natives b 
employed for the purpose were obliged to surround a number of g 
them In a grove of small trees, and then gradually cut down the ^ 
timber, thus driving the monkeys from tree to tree toward the 
center.

, these anlmalB has been established for several centuries. 

The manner of their Introduction Is not known, but they have 
l become perfectly naturalized, and are found In large numbers, 
s presenting no obvloue differences from the parent species—with 
- this monkey came a specimen of the 6Uperb Imperial Amazon, 
i from Dominica. On a former expedition to the Island, Mr. Ober 
■ procured some eklns of this rare species for the Smttheonlan In¬ 
stitution, but this specimen 1 b probably the first which has ever 
1 been brought alive to this country—it was kindly allowed by the 
1 owner to remain for several months at the garden. 

Early tn the past Winter a young female hippopotamus was 
„ purchased for the collection, In New York, but as the risk of 
y transportation la considerable during the Winter months, It has 
been allowed to remain there until Spring weather arrives. 

A large compartment In the Elephant House has been fitted 
for Its reception, and contains a tank 12x20 feet square, with a

How an Animal Lives.— Dr. Thomas R. Grierson, of Thorn¬ 
hill, recently delivered the fourth of a series of six lectures In the 
Grange Free Church Hall, under the auspices of the Kilmarnock 
Philosophical Institution. Dr. Grierson remarked that In his 
lecture be would not speak In the language of Greece or Rome, 
but In the language of Kilmarnock.

Fishing on the East Const of Florida. 

New 8myrna, Fla. 

Editor Chicago Field Anglers, who wish for good sport 
and variety, ehould visit the coasts of Florida In the Winter, 
when the Northern waters are locked up In Ice. Both the east 
and west coasts of this state afford good Ashing, but the writer 
Is only familiar with the former region, where he has spent a 
part of ten Winters. In Summer, the fishing here Is even better 
than In Winter; more spcctee are found, and those in greater 

D0 Jd WlDter, the species taken are red bass, from one pound in 
weieht up to forty pounds; eheepshead, from one pound to seven 
pounds; these are very abundant In the deep channels, so that 
thirty or forty are sometimes taken by one rod, In a tide. I he 
I grouper and the mangrove snapper are excellent game flsb, in 
weight from one to ten pounds; they are local In tbelr habits, 
living under rocks and logs. The salt water trout la a beaut fu 
flsb, much resembling the lake trout of the New York lakes, It 
Is not, however,a trout, but Is allied to the weak flsb or squeteaguc 
of the Atlantic coast. It grows to the weight of twenty pounds 
and te good eating. We have also black fish, whiting, bezuga, 
nie fish and scup; small fishes, usually under a pound In weight, 
but excellent pan fish. The blue 8sh of the Northern coast Is 
also found here, but usually of small size. The jew fish, largest 
of the perch family, also inhabits these waters. It grows to an 
Immense size, as large as 500 pounds. Small specimens, saj 
twenty to forty pounds, are taken sometimes with the hook, ani 
are good eating. Then there are various troublesome fishes, 
which annoy the angler, taking off his hooks, and breaking his 
line. Sharks, of many species and sizes; rays or skateB, c* 
flsb, of two or three kinds; saw flsb, related to the abarks, hu - 
Instead of having their teeth In tbelr mouth, they are fixed on 
the edge of a great bone projecting from the snout of the fls ■

Be 
Bides the bass these waters contain pike—called here jaekfish— 
and several species of perch; also the dogfish and gar, abhorred 
by anglers. 

1 would advise anglers who visit this fine fishing region to 
bring the best of strong tackle. The same hooks, lines, rods and 
reels that are used for striped bass fishing on the northern coast 
are the most fu! table, together with a hook made especially for 
sheepabead, which may be got in New York or Philadelphia.

The Chemical Composition and Nutritive Values of Fish. 

Uuder the auspices of the Smithsonian Institution and the 
United States Fish Commission a aeries of experiments has been 
conducted, which includes the chemical analyses of fifty-three 
samples of American food fishes, to determine the relative value 
of the dlilereut varieties for food purposes. German scientists 
have previously analyzed some forty-one samples In Europe. 

Professor W. O. Atwater, of the Wesleyan University, who bos 
beeu employed by the United 8tates Fish Commission in making 
the analyses of the different samples of fish, has prepared a table 
giving the proportionate value of the different varieties, com¬ 
pared with medium beef, which for purposes of comparison Is 
placed at a standard of 100. Some very interesting results were ar¬ 
rived at while conducting these experiments, which are of general 
importance to the public. In comparing foul or speot fish with 
those iu good condition, the advantage was found largely in favor 
of the latter. The lean fish loses nutritive value in three ways; 
first, In actual loss in weight; second, In relative Increase of 
wa6te; third, lu the deterioration of the quality of the flesh. 
Generally the fatter the fish the more valuable it is. 

These matters are well worth knowing to all classes. While It 
does not make much difference to the wealthy classes, who can 
afford to pay the price for the article their tastes demaud, 
whether it contains a large proportion of albuminoids or not; it 
becomes a matter of importance to the economical housewife, 
who has to provide support for the family from a limited income, 
wh.it amount of nutritious food she can provide with the least 
expenditure. .The Germans, appreciating this fact, publish, 
amongst other useful Information in the form of a pocket diary, 
a table similar to the one prepared by Professor Atwater, which 
we give below:

First I will describe Trout brook. It heads in English lake, 
and emptlee Into the Biunswleler.

Here you will And 
perfect bass Ashing around the edges, near the grass and lily pads. 
There Is a boat at this lake that anybody can use who wishes to. 
If there are a number In the party they can easily build amall 
rafts of dry cedar log6. Fishing parties can spend a few days on 
Trout brook and Base lake very pleasantly. 

But now I will mention the boss trout brook, the Brunswleler. 
It Is quite a stream, and Is literally alive with trout, among which 
are a great many of the large beautlea that fishermen take de¬ 
light in showing to their frlenda. To our camp on the Bruns- 
wieler, by the creek, the distance Is about seven miles. From 
here to Mlnersville station, midway between the two trout streams 
I have mentioned, the distance Is four miles, with a good wagon 
road from here to the atation. Partlea can easily get their fish 
to the railroad from here. When you arrive at thia creek, where 
the railroad crosses It, you can camp over night, and the next 
morning start up stream for this place, fishing on the way. For 
the first mile after leaving the railroad, you will find no fish at 
all, but after that mile Is passed you may catch as many as you 
please. You can flab up to our camp here by sundown. The 
next morning you can flab up atream from here, one mile to Cold 
Spring creek that empties into thlB atream. From there you can 
go up Cold Spring creek, fishing all the way, to Patterson’s camp, 
on Section 34, and from there to this mine you will find a fair 
tote road to return over. At Pattcraon’e camp la a good ahanty, 
deserted, that you can stay In (I will Bay, to relieve any doubta 
you might have In regard to staying there, that there are nogray- 
backs or fleas In it). It was built for a party of Chicago gentle- 
mcD who were prospecting there. At ibis point Spring creek 
falls over a largo rock about thirty feet high, aud Is a beautiful 
sight to the sportsman, as he stands near It, whipping the speckled 
beauties out of the large deep pool at the fool of the falls. On 
returning from there to camp on the Brunswleler, you can return 
to the railroad over the wagon road, or you can fish back. There 
la a trail from hereto Baas lake If you wish to try that place 
again. 

When you arrive at the railroad, follow It north two miles to 
Mareugo river; there take the road up atream four miles to Mar¬ 
lin Roehm’s farm, where the fishing begins. I have fished up 
stream from Roehm’B farm ten miles, and I do not believe the 
fishing can be beaten lu the United States. The road extends 
four miles above Roehm's place, and after you reach the end of 
that you will find yourself lo an uubroken wilderness, where it is 
best for persons who are not woodsmen, to hug the shore or they 
will get lost. 

I have mentioned now three trout streams that I know are 
good, and can't be surpassed. I will mention two other places, 
the tony oues, where people go who wish to pay a guide two dol¬ 
lars 8 day, and get a few small fish. The first Is Fish creek, two 
miles from Ashland; the other is the head waters of White river. 
They are twenty-two miles from Ashland and the railroad, and 
there Is a good road out to them, but you will have to have a 
guide after you get there, and you will not be able to get your 
fish away without spoiling. Come np and try this county and 
you will never regret It. If you come up to this camp Inquire 
for Mai k, and he will give you all the Information you may want. 
I have no fish to fry In Inviting persons to this place, as we do 
not keep a hotel, nor do we hire out as guides. I write simply 
to let folks know where they can get good fishing tbatle not gen¬ 
erally known to the public, even around here. As a sample, I 
will mention Dick Peter's catch In July, last year. He fished 
with hook and bait, was only gone from camp three hours, and 
returned with thirty-two pounds of trout. He uaed for bait the 
two lower back fins of the small trout that he caught, and to 
catch the flrat trout he used a piece of salt pork that he got out 
of the pork barrel at the back of the Lake Superior Mining Co.’e 
cabin, on BrunBWleler creek, where I hang out and can always be 
found. 

The conductors oo this, the Wisconsin Central R. R., will stop 
the train at any point you may wish, to let you get off their 
trains, If you ask them to do so; or by signaling them by waving 
your bat or handkerchief, they will stop at any point In theVoods 
for you to get on. Mack.

In 
the evening at nine o’clock take the Ashland Express, and the 
next day at alx o'clock p. m. you will have arrived tn Ashland 
county, Wls. Ask the conductor to let you off at Trout brook or 
Brunswleler creek, and you will have time to get camp fixed up 


Baltimore, Md. 

Editor Chicago Field On Monday last, May 2d, a party of 
ladles and gentlemen left the residence of Mr. Johu W. Bay, 
“ Sunnyalde," Harford county, for the purpose of paving a visit 
to the flailing float of Mr. Augustus Brown, at Old" Bay, near 
Havre de Grace. Upon their arrival they were kindly received 
and hospitably entertained by Mr. Brown, hie fair daughter and 
companions, who, according to the usnal custom on the flrat of 
May, were also paying a visit to the float. 

As this time of year Is the very height of the fishing season, 
they had the pleasure of witnessing that which far exceeded 
their expectations. In two hauls of the seine nearly one thou¬ 
sand shad were caught, aod as near as It was possible to judge, 
about four hundred barrels of herrings The herrings have been 
so numerous this season, and such Immense numbers have beeu 
caught, that they have been obliged to return great quantities to 
the water, in consequence of a scarcity of barrels, also from want 
of room for salting. The party waa Informed by Mr. Brown that 
be employs about sixty hands, all of whom are fed and lodged on 
the float, and the entire cost of the float, seine, boats and other 
outfit necessary, amounts to twenty thousand dollars. The floats 
are anchored out In the bay, and as there are quite a number of 
them In tbls vicinity, It Is altogether a magnificent sight, and 
quite an Improvement on the old way of hauling the seine. The 
seine Is hauled by steam and horse power, each float having a 
steam engine and four horses on board for tbat purpose. Tbe 
fishing season usually lasts about six weeks, and a large and 
brisk business Is done, as It Is “ Mske hay while tbe sun shines.” 
Tbe fish are sent to the Baltimore and Philadelphia markets, 
where tbe fish of our bay are highly appreciated. Large quanti¬ 
ties are also sold at Old Bay to tbe farmers of tbe Burroundtng 
country and Pennsylvania, who cure them for tbelr own use. 
After being Intensely gratified, as well as Instructed, by viewing 
that which to them was a novel sight, Mr. Bay and friends were 
Invited to a fish banquet on board the float, which to their sharp¬ 
ened appetites, made more so by the bracing air of tbe Chesa¬ 
peake, Bod also their Inherent knowledge of what la good lo life, 
seemed the very nicest meal of which It waa ever their privilege 
to partake, and after regaling themselves to tbelr utmost capac¬ 
ity, they returned home well satisfied with tbelr visit to the fish¬ 


ing float of Mr. Augustus Brown, and the pleasant day spent on 
the bay, long to be remembered. Cock Rodin.

The Rights of Bicycles In Parks and Streets. 

The following extracts from a very full, and evidently care¬ 
fully prepared legal opinion, upon the rights of bicycle riders In 
our public parks and thoroughfares, by Mr. Charles E. Pratt, we 
take from the bicycling World. It ie a matter of great Interest 
to all who Indulge In this most health-giving and graceful 
amusement, to know just what their rights are, and In the ab¬ 
sence of any direct judicial dicta upon the subject, Mr. Pratt’s 
conclusions will furnUh a safe guide for the rider, at least until 
the courts shall decide differently. 

In this connection the language of Gibson, C. J., In the caee 
of Com. v. Bowman, 3 8t. 203, Is specially pertinent: 

“County commissioners have no greater right than an 
Individual has, to disturb the citizen In the enjoyment of a 
municipal franchise, at least beyond the bounds of absolute 

necessity.The public square is as much a highway as If It 

were a street, and neither the county nor the public can block It 
up to the prejudice of the public, or an individual; nor can either 
assert a right to It by Inclosing It beyond a reasonable curtilage. 
It ie dedicated to the use of all the citizens ae a highway, and 
all have a right to pase over It without unreasonable let or 
hindrance.” 

It waa competent for the commissioners to lay out squares or 
parte of the park for ornamental purposes, to "be traveled by no 
one except In care and maintenance; to lay out and dedicate 
parts for foot-paths and bridle-paths, and to pass regulations 
that carriages should not be allowed on these; to lay out and 
dedicate parts for drive-ways or carriage-ways, or streets. Hut 
for each of these classes there must be at least Ingress and egress, 
and a passage through. And having dedicated carriage-ways for 
pleasure use, they cannot exclude from them any kind of pleas¬ 
ure-carriage, unless for reasonable promotion of the general pub¬ 
lic use, they designate parts for that kind of pleasure-carriage, 
with the necessary condition of at least ingress and egress, and 
passage through. 

Ae the park commissioners have not designated by way of reg¬ 
ulation any particular parts of the Central Park, for the use of 
those citizens whose carriages consist of bicycles to use, but have 
designated certain parts as drive-ways, and those parts have been 
dedicated to the use of pleasure carriages, the bicyclers have a 
right, Id my opinion, to use any of such carriage ways or drive¬ 
ways for the purposes of pleasure riding, within the restrictions 
and regulations that apply to other pleasure carriages, with their 
bicycles. In my oplolou, the commissioners of Cintral Park 
have no authority to exclude bicyclers, with their bicycles, from 
Centra) Park drive-ways and carriage-ways, or obstruct them when 
they enter thereon with tbelr bicycles, as pleasure carriages, ob¬ 
serving the regulations applying to all other vehicles of pleas¬ 
ure. 

The commissioners have a right to regulate the use of bicycles 
In the park; and as to what are reaaouable aud proper regula¬ 
tions, that Is a matter for presentation to the commissioners, 
and to be decided In their discretion. Such regulations must 
not be so sweeping as to prevent either Ingress or egress, or pas¬ 
sage through the park, for that would be the destruction of a 
right, and not a regulation; and the discretion of the commis¬ 
sioners In the matter of regulations must be exercised reasonably 
and according to the principles of law and usage, and for the 
promotion of the public good, and In consistent furtherance of 
the purposes of Central Park aa a public square, set apart and 
maintained for the health and happiness and common use of all 
the public. Their judgment cannot be exercised arbitrarily, but 
like the dlacretlou of a court of equity, according to the princi¬ 
ples of law and equity. 

One other point may be referred to, In passing, which has per¬ 
haps been allowed too much force in some quarters heretofore; 
and tbat Is, the alleged dangerous aod unwelcome aspect of bicyc¬ 
ling to tbe horse-using portion of the public. The commission¬ 
ers would undoubtedly have a right, under their authority to reg¬ 
ulate, to prevent pedestrians from carrying strange IllumlDatlous, 
or nttro-glycerlne cane, or bomba ou the foot-ways; because they 
are not necessary to tbe use of the foot-ways, and are unreason¬ 
ably daDgeroua. But they have no right to prohibit the carrying 
of umbrellas, canes, crutches, cork legs, or personal deformities 
on the foot-ways; although they were objectionable to some, and 
umbrellas frighten timid or untrained horses; because they are 
necessary to the full and free UBe of the foot-ways. 

8o they might prohibit the covering a carriage with fantastic 
abapee and colors and banging Its wheels all over with belle; 
because that Is something more than simply a carriage, and Is 
not necessary to the full and free use of the driveways, and Is 
unreasonably dangerous. 

Now the bicycle la no such contrivance. It has by the preju¬ 
diced, the thoughtless, or the Ignorant, been sometimes called 
dangerous. But It la simply a carriage (reduced to the lowest 
possible terms), and nothing else; It has nothing unnecessary to 
travel, no dangerous additions to the vehicle proper. Ridden at 
a rate not greater than six miles an hour (the regulation speed 
for carriages in New York city, I believe), It Is capable of com¬ 
plete control—deviation from its course, Immediate stopping, etc.; 
and not ae dangeronB aa other vehicles, for there can be no run¬ 
away or disastrous collision. It Is said tbat horses are frightened 
by It. The fact is, they are not any more than they are at um¬ 
brellas. But If they sometimes are. It la to be remembered tbat the 
highest courts have decided that the drivers of horses have no 
more rights In streets or carriage-ways than those using other 
common modes of conveyance, and that the mere frightening of 
horses is neither actionable as a tort, nor complalnable aa a 
nuisance, nor an obstruction which city officers or public boards 
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are accountable for.—[Moses v. Pittsburgh, etc., 21 III. 522; Cook 
v. Charlestown, 98 Ma56. 80; Stone v. Hubbardston, 100 Mass. 
50; Keith v. Easton, 2 Allen, 552; McFarland v. Brown, l Bicyc¬ 
ling World, 27 ] 

11 An ordinarily gentle and well-broken horse” la the klud of 
horse to be considered, according to the lauguage of the courts, 
and these are not frightened by bicycles. The common experi¬ 
ence of cities and towns may be well Indicated by quoting the 
language of the London Standard (not especially favorable to 
bicycles), In commenting editorially upon a case before magis¬ 
trates relating to tolls on turnpikes, in August, 1879: "The 
prejudice against bicycles has all but disappeared In London; the 
horses are now accustomed to the machines, and are no more 
frightened by them than by other vehicles; the riders themselves 
are very careful, and the number of accidents caused by them la 
surprisingly small, and people In general look with pleasure upon 
the flying wheels as they scud noiselessly along." 

To sum up, however, upon the law as I And It. and the logic of 
the decisions as closely as I can apply It, my opinion is, In brief, 
that the drive-ways of Central Park are public streets for the 
purposes of pleasure travel, at least; that all persons have a right 
to use the public streets with their own common carriages: and 
therefore that all persons have an equal right to use the drive-ways 
of Central Park with their own coinmou pleasure carriages; that 
the bicyclers of New York city are within that class; that the 
bicycle is a common pleasure carriage; aud that therefore the 
bicyclers have an equal right to use the drive ways of Central 
Park with their bicycles. 

And further, that town or city or county governments or offi¬ 
cers have no authority to exclude, or to regulate so far as prac¬ 
tically to exclude bicyclers from the public streets; that the com¬ 
missioners of Central Park have no greater authority than such 
other governments or officers lu the matter; aud therefore, that 
the commissioners of Central Park have no authority to exclude, 
or to make such restrictions as to practically exclude bicyclers 
with their bicycles from the carriage-ways of Central Park. 


Philadelphia Yachting. 

Philadelphia, Pa., May 14, 1881. 

Editok Chicago Field: —In this week’s Issue of your journal 
there Is a communication from a Baltimore correspondent, who de¬ 
plores the lack of enthusiasm on the pact of his fellow citizens In 
regard to yachting'. We of Philadelphia, with not half the facil¬ 
ities of the Baltimoreans, have four flourishing yacht clubs— 
Quaker City, Southwark, Philadelphia, and Cooper's Point— 
which number upward of a hundred and fifty boats of all sizes, 
ranging from fifteen to thirty-five feet In length. 

The Quaker City Club la composed of four classes—two classes 
of cabin yachts, and two of open boats, and their regattas arc 
patronized by the best classes of both Bexes, aDd It Is not an un- 
ubuuI eight to see the large steamboat that accompanies the re¬ 
gattas tilled to overflowing with ladles and gentlemen, and a fair 
sprinkling of children, while the rough element, which is sup¬ 
posed to beloog to the sporting class, Is compelled to take a back 
seat The champion ef the fleet is the cabin yacht Minerva, of 
the first class; while the Lilly, of the second class, and the Adelphl, 
of the third class, are the champions of their respective classes. 
The aunual regatta of this club will be sailed on Monday, June 
6 th, from the mooring at the bead of Smith’s Island, opposite the 
city, to Chester buoy and return, a distance of about thirty-five 
miles. 

The Cooper’s Point Yacht Club has kept up a continuous 
organization for forty-two years, and 1s the oldest club on our 
river, if not the oldest iu the country. The fleet Is composed of 
some fifteen hosts, ranging from sixteen to eighteen feet In 
length; they are all cat-rigged, and are swift sailers; In light 
weather, owing to tbelr large spread of canvas, they frequently 
outsail the cabin yachts of the Quaker City Club. Two years ago 
the Holland made the run from Cooper’s Point to Chester buoy 
and return. In a few minutes over three hours, being the quickest 
time on record. In this race there were eight boats—the Cohlll, 
the present champion, carried away her topping-lift while she 
was a good mile to windward of the Holland, and, barrlDg the 
accident, would have made the run Inside of three hours. The 
annual regatta of this club will be sailed on Monday, May 23, 
over the same course as thatof the Quaker City Club. 

The Southwark Yacht Club la composed of “double-enders” 
and “tuck-ups," a class of boats known only to our river. They 
are fifteen feet long, and about four feet beam, and carry canvas 
enough for double their size; some of them spread as much as 
seventy square yards, while they all average at least fifty yards. 
To sail in one of these boats Is the h irdest of hard work. Every 
puff of wind knocks Ultra down so that their lee gunwales are 
under water, and their crewB—generally five besides the captain 
—are compelled to hang out to windward, holding on to life-lines, 
with at least two-thlrda of the weight of their bodies outside the 
boat, and it is not an unusual thing, where thirty or forty start 
upon a race with a fresh breeze, to see at least a dozen of them 
capsize. The champion of the fleet Is the Benton, which beat 
all competitors last season; while there are quit* a number, such 
as the Sparks, Sullivan, Mitchell, Boyle, etc., almost as swift sail¬ 
ers. The annual regatta of this club has been postponed from 
the 23d of May until the 20th of June, owing to a fire which 
swept away forty-four boat-houses of this club, and did more or 
less damage to the boats. There will be about forty boat* par¬ 
ticipate In the nice. 

The Philadelphia Yacht Club Is composed of about thirty boats 
precisely similar to those of the Southwark Club, and aboiit ten 
of a class two feet longer, with a corresponding breadth of beam. 
These larger boats carry from sixty to seventy-five yards of can¬ 
vas. The champion of the larger class Is the Kletnz,while the Led- 
yard holds that place amongst the “tuck-ups.' 1 There Is a strong 
rivalry between the Philadelphia and Southwark clubs, and from 
about the 1st of June iinl.ll the 1st of October they have two or 
three races a week, either by single boats matched against each 
other,or fleets of four, five or six, from each club. They are built so 
precisely alike and carry about the same quantity of canvas, that 
the excitement and interest is very great, and It Is only by superior 
management on the part of the captains and crews that any ad¬ 
vantage Is gained. The Spring regatta will be sailed up the river, 
from the water works wharf to Delanco buoy and return, a dis¬ 
tance of about twenty miles, on Monday, June 13. 

As we have no journal here devoted to sports of this kind, I 
will send you an account of these regattas as they take place.
